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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of Species c in the reply filed on January 13, 2005 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that some of the elected claims read on non-elected 
embodiments. This is not found persuasive because the non-elected species are still considered to 
be different embodiments of the invention. All claims will be examined since they appear to read on 
the elected species. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information submitted 
for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(l) states, "the list may not be incorporated into 
the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper."

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in 
this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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4. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
5,984,917 to Fleischman et al. 

Fleischman discloses a tissue capturing element comprising an internal tissue contacting 
portion, an external tissue portion; and a tissue contacting anchor; wherein the internal portion 
undergoes a shape change, the external portion undergoes a shape change, or the anchor portion 
undergoes a shape change (FIGS. 16A, 16B, 17, 19, 28, 31A, 31B and 31C). The interior tissue 
portion of the device, the external portion, and the anchor portion are deformed from the delivery 
configuration to a secondary configuration (Column 8 lines 38-45). 

5. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
5,997,556 to Tanner. 

Tanner discloses a tissue capturing element comprising an internal tissue contacting portion, 
an external tissue portion; and a tissue contacting anchor; wherein the internal portion (FIG. 45) 
undergoes a shape change, the external portion undergoes a shape change, or the anchor portion 
undergoes a shape change (FIGS. 39-45, 49-53). The interior tissue portion of the device, the 
external portion, and the anchor portion are deformed from the delivery configuration to a 
secondary configuration (Column 26 lines 26-31 and Column 26 line9 61 - Column 27 line 53).
